WEAPON FOR TAFT 
INNORTH CAROLINA 


Federal Appointments Held Up 
Pending Result of Canvass in — 
President’s Behalf. 


ONCE DECRIED SAME THING 
Rivals in State Politics Help to 


Block the Making of Federal 
Appointments.

RALEIGH, N- “a a 1.—‘**Federal 
officeholders are threatened, or their 
offices are inspected, and in some in- 
stances they have been indicted, to keep 
them out of the Roosevelt campaign,”’ 
said Senator Dixon in Washington to 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent. ‘‘The 
conditions seem to be worse in Texas, 
Alabama, Missouri, Oklahoma, North 
Carolina and Georgia than anywhere 
else but we hear of activity all down 
the line. 

“There has not been before in my day 
anything like the withdrawal of the 10 
North Carolina appointments from the 
Senate by President Taft last Febru- 
ary. It was this, and the pernicious 
activity of Federal officeholders’ in 
Alabama that prompted the resolution 
of Senator Bristow to investigate condi- 
tions in the South. Taft leaders have 
gone beyond all previous records and 
bounds to advance his interests. We 
have evidence that postoffices, district 
attorneyships, United States marshal- 
ships, assistant district attorneyships 
and députy marshalships have been 
promised, to hold men in line for. the 
President.’’ 

What an Inquiry Shows. 

The results of an investigation of this 
charge in North Carolina are here giv- 
en. In the North Carolina Republican 
State Convention of 1910 the issue was 
‘‘twhether the party desired its affairs 
managed by a small coterie of leaders, 
or whether the principle of local self- 
government and local selection of those 
filling office should be established and 
maintained.’” It was decided to dis- 
tribute Federal patronage on the recom- 
mendation of the local committee, acting 
in conjunction with a special subcom- 
mittee of the State organization to be 
appointed for that purpose. 

For two years Taft observed this rule 
of the North Carolina committee in 
making his appointments. In the mean- 
time, E. C. Duncan, national com- 
mitteeman and J. M. Moorehead, State 
chairman, waged a bitter factional war- 
fare for the advantage at the White 
House, the one through Postmastef- 
General Hitchcock and the other 
through Secretary Hilles. Moorehead 
apparently had the advantage up to the 
time of the meeting of the National 
Committee in Washington, when Dun- 
can was elected a member of the Com- 
mitteé on Arrangements for the Chi- 
cago convention. Soon after this Pres- 
ident Taft, it is said, decided to turn to 
Duncan, realizing his strategic athe 
in connection with the national conyen- 
tion, and without waiting for action of 
the local or State Committee, the Pres- 
ident nominated Christopher D. Jones to 
be Collector of the Pimlico District, 
and William E. Mace to be Postmaster 
at Beaufort, these appointments being

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., April 1—Col, 
Roosevelt returned from the West, many 
times angrier than when he left home 
last Tuesday night. He has - issued 
a bitter attack on certain New York 
newspapers and politicians. 

“I am a better fighter than I am a 
prophet,’’ was his final remark regard- 
ing his Western trip. 

“I make no predictions as to what will 
happen, but it was an eminently prac- 
tical trip. I made the same comment 
on my return from the Maine trip and 
the results of the Portland primaries 
show that I was right.’’ 

Text of the Statement. 

The statement follows: 

“Owing to the suppression of news by 
the majority of the New York newspa- 
pers and the deliberate choking of the 
channels of information to the public, 
people in New York do not realize how 
deeply stirred the country has been by 
the infamy of the so-called primaries in 
New York on Tuesday last. It was an 
infamy unmatched even by the kindred 
infamies perpetrated on behalf of Mr. 
Taft in Indianapolis and Denver. It is 
rrobably inevitable that we shall see 
such infamies repeated as long as our 
people tolerate the alliance between 
crooked politics and crooked business. 

“Mr. Taft, before the primary, wrote 
what was practically a letter of indorse- 
ment of Mr. Koenig, in which he ex- 
pressed the somewhat feebly phrased 
hope that all enrolled Republicans would 
be ‘allowed’ to vote. The word ‘al- 
lowed’ on such an occasion was not 
merely inadequate, for it was practically 
euggesting that the plain citizens who 
give their whole strength to the Repub- 
lican party should merely receive as a 
favor what was unquestionably theirs 
as aright.

that the word ‘the’ was omitted. 

In part, he writes: 

“The Court is quite firmly wedded to 
the doctrine that constitutional require- 
ments must be considered as mandatory 
rather than directory. (State vs. Camp- 
bell, 210 Mo., 202; State vs. Skillman, 209 
Mo., 408; State vs. Ulrich, 9% Missouri 
Appeal, 689.) 

“These cases went to the extreme of 
hokding that under section 38 of article 
6 of the Constitution, requiring that all 
indictments shall conclude with the, 
words ‘against the peace and dignity of 
the State’ were mandatory and that the 
omission from the indictment of the 
word ‘the’ before the word ‘State’ was 
fatal, and that the indictment was bad 
on that account. 

‘It must be conceded that those cases |. 
go to the very limit in holding consti- 
tutional requirements to be mandatory. 
In fact, they have been most severely 
criticised for that reason by the courts 
of our sister states and by the public 
press of the country. Nevertheless there 
is much sound reason which can be ad- 
vanced in their support if we had the 
time or the inclination to discuss the 
matter here. In passing, however, I 
might state that the fundamental princi- 
ple underlying such rulings ts to prevent 
courts from tearing down by piecemeal 
those great bulwarks of liberty and 
shield of individual security which they 
would not dare do openly and at one 
stroke.” * * © 

‘The same reasons which would sup- 
port arguments in favor of omitting the 
word “the’’ from the indictment would 
equally support an argument justifying 
the omission therefrom of the entire 
clause, ‘against the peace and dignity 
of the State,’ the difference being one 
of degree and not of principle.

JEFFERSON CITR, April 1—The to- 
tal valuation of Missouri's real estate 
and personal property for taxation as 
fixed by the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion is $1,551,836,313. This is an _  in- 
crease of $56,622,262 over the valuation 
put upon these classes of property hy 
the Board of Equalization in 1911. As 
usual the Board of Equalization § re- 
duced the valuation as returned by the 
assessors. This reduction approximat- 
ed $46,000,000. 

Of this reduction, $38,418,380 was made 
from the figures of Assesosr Brinkop 
for St. Louis and $378,000 from the total 
valuations by the Assessor from Kan- 
sas City. The latter reduction was 
upon banks. 

St. Louis Total $568,235 1,620, 

The valuation of St. Louis property 
for the purpose of taxation was fixed 
by the board at $568,351,620, which its less 
than the valuation fixed by the board 
in St. Louis last year. The last year’s 
valuation was $6584,433,290. The decrease 
is $18,062,670, or in other words, St. 
Louisans will pay taxes upon that m 
less this year than last. 

The following general reductions were 
made by the Board of Equalization upon 
the Assessors totals: Land, $2,075,000; 
horses, $183,320; mules, $171,300; banks, 
$44,129,910; total, $46,559,530. 

The heavy reduction upon banks, it 
Was explained, was due to the inequal- 
ities of assessment upon this class of 
property in the several counties. 

Banks Get a Reduction. 

Last year an_attempt was made to 
assess banks at 50 cents on the dollar. 
This year the Assessors valued them 
from 50 cents on the dollar to 100 cents, 
and the board was forced to strike’a 
general average. A large part of the 
heavy reduction In St. Louls-was upen 
banks. 

Jackson County, which includes Kan- 
sas City, was assessed at $172,236,120 
last year and $188,235,640 this year. St. 
Louis County was valued by the board 
at $50,920,990 last year and $52,910,113 
this year.

AKAROA, New Zealand, April 1 (Mon- 
day), 9:20 a. m.—“‘I am remaining in the 
antarctic for another winter in order to 
continue and complete my work.” 

That is the message from Capt. Scott, 
brought to this part today by the steam- 
er Terra Nova, which sailed from En- 


gland last July with the British explor- 
ing party in search of the South Pole. 

The Terra Nova was sighted off this 
port this morning and anchored shortly 
after daybreak. It was supposed that 
she had brought back Capt. Scott and his 
antarctic party, and disappointment was 
great when her commander reported that 
the expedition had remained behind and 
that he brought only the foregoing mes-., 
sage, which Capt. Scott had sent back 
to the base of the expedition before the 
Terra Nova departed. 

The latest news sent back by Scott to 
the base at McMurdo Sound showed that 
Jan. 3 he had reached a point 150 miles 
from the South Pole and still was ad- 
It was clear that Scott meant 
to delay giving notice of his progress 
until he actually had reached the pole. 
news that could not have reached the 
Terra Nova before she was compelled 
to depart owing to ‘the setting in of win- 
ter and the freezing of Ross Sea. 

All on board the Terra Nova were 
well. The vessel is expected to reach 
Lyttleton, New Zealand, Wednesday. 





Explorer Says There Was no Race 
Between Scott and Amundsen. 
LONDON, April 1.—Sir Clements Rob- 
erts Markham, lately president of the 
Royal ‘Geographical Society, and a vet- 
eran explorer, writes to the Times em- 
phasizing the fact that there was no race 
to the South Pole between Scott and 
Amundsen. ‘‘Scott’s object,’’ he says, 
“was to complete his former work of 
exploration. I believe he intended to 
reach his former position at the best 
time for observations, the theodolites— 
midsummer—and I have no doubt that 
he had done so. There was no question 
of racing or conquering. The grand ob- 
ject was very far from that; it was 
valuable research in every branch of 

science. 

“Scott did not know of Amundsen’s in- 
tended dash until his return from his 
depot-laying journey in the late autumn, 
when his plans were all matured and 
Am@gndsen’s scheme, even if he knew 
what it was would not have affected 
them in the slightest degree.’’ 

The news from Capt. Scott brings ‘the 
keenest disappointment to Englishmen, 
who had cherished the hope that «he 
British expedition might, after all,: prove 
to be first in the race for the South 
Pole. 

Jan. 8, nearly three weeks after 
Amundsen hoisted the Norwegian flag 
at the pole, Scott still had 150 miles to 
cover. 

Since the news of Amundsen’'s suc- 
cessful attempt, Englishmen have built 
great hopes on Capt. Scott emulating if 
not surpassing! the Norwegian’s achieve- 
ment. It was known that Scott had 
chosen the longer and as Amundsen’s 
experience proved, the more difficult 
Caute, but presuming he was favored by 
the same exceptional weather conditions 
as Amundsen, no one doubted his suc- 
cess.

AFTER OPERATION 


“Fiddling Bob” Belonged to Of- 
fice-Holding Family—Beat 


Brother for Governor. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 1—Robert Love 
Taylor, senior United States Senator 
from Tennessee, is dead. He was un- 
able to rally after an operation for gall 
stones performed last Thursday. The 
end came at 9:40 a. m. yesterday. 

“Fiddling Bob” Taylor, so known be- 
cause he played his way into the hearts 
of his audiences, carrying his violin 
wherever he campaigned, was 61 years 
old. 

He was born at Happy Valley, Eastern 
Tennessee, but spent most of his life at 
Nashville, practicing law. He belonged 
to an office-holding family. His father 
was a representative in Congress and 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs and an 
uncle was in the Confederate Senate. 

Once pension agent at Knoxville, 
thrice Governor of Tennessee from 1887 
to 1891 and 1897 to 1899, Senator Taylor 
forged his way to the national House of 
Representatives from the same congres- 
sional district that had previously sent 
his father to Congress and later his 
brother, Alfred A. Taylor, whom he sub- 
sequently defeated for Governor. 

Senator Taylor was a Cleveland Dem- 
ocrat. He had served in the Senate 
since January, 1907, his principal activity 
being in behalf of a comprehensive sys- 
tem of good roads and the lakes-to-the- 
gulf deep waterway project. His last 
speech in the Senate was made last July 
in advocacy of a Confederate monument 
bill. His last appearance in the Senate, 
chamber was a fortnight ago. 

Senator Taylor is survived by his wid- 
ow, a son, David Taylor, and three mar- 
ried daughters in Tennessee. 








Prospect Republican May Succeed 
Taylor in the Senate, 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 1.—For the 


first time since the period of.reconstruc- 
tion, there is a prospect that Tennes- 
see may have one Republican represen- 
tative in the United States Senate. 

Pending the meeting of the Legisla- 
ture, next January, the seat made va- 
cant by the death of Senator Robert L. 
Taylor, yesterday, will be filled by an 
appointee of Gov. Hopper, Republican. 
Should Gov. Hooper name a man from 
his own party, it was said here today 
that Newell danders of Chattanooga, 
chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee, would be the foremost candi- 
date.

ages to adjoining property. Litigation has 
blocked results. 

But the Assembly will soon have an opportun- 
ity to make an excellent beginning without any 
obstacle to success. The expected report of the 
Board of Public Improvements on the Wabash 
railroad crossings will submit a plan to clear up 
all the crossings which endanger the entrances to 
the parks and obstruct important thoroughfares 
in the West End. In this case the railroad man- 
agement is willing to go to work on a reasonable 
basis. It will depress the tracks in accordance 
with the city’s plans if the city will assume the 
consequential damages, which are small com- 
pared with the total cost of the improvement. 
Through much of the right of way the city is 
the property owner. 

In the Wabash bills the Municipal Assembly 
will have the opportunity to define a new mu- 
nicipal policy of the greatest value to St. Louis. 
It can inaugurate a work which will solve the 
most important problem confronting the city and 
result in the saving of many lives. It should 
act promptly and wisely. 

Another subject of pressing siccaitiiiniea urged 
by the Post-Dispatch and emphasized by the 
Grand Jury is that of the city hospitals. Con- 
ditions are disgraceful. The system should be 
reformed and the institutions placed on a sound 
basis which will assure efficient management, 
capable workers, comfortable quarters and good 
food for patients. The city’s destitute sick should 
have excellent care. 

The only other recommendation of the Grand 
Jury affecting the functions of the Assembly was 
that relating to automobile regulations. The lid 
clubs and fee system in the Public Adminis- 
trator’s and other offices are subjects for State 
legislation. 

But the Sunday Post-Dispatch printed a list 
of legislative measures of prime importance upon 
which the Assembly has failed to act. The list 
presents a record of neglect which in several par- 
ticulars prompts the question, Why? 

Chief among the neglected subjects is the mu- 
nicipal bridge. No provision has yet been made 
for East Side approaches. Three months ago a 
committee was appointed to select a location for 
the approaches, but no report has been made. 
The first definite intimation of a report was pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch Sunday. We are 
told now that the committee will submit its con- 
clusions Tuesday night. 

Tke municipal administration is pledged to the 
completion of the free bridge. Why, with the 
bridge structure completed, does the\ Municipal 
Assembly delay the first step towards supplying 
the approaches? Why help to postpone the 
bridge’s usefulness? 

The bill to regulate public amusement resorts 
has been smothered with deadly amendments. 
Why? 

Why was the anti-smoke bill killed? 

But why go deeper into details? If the Mu-: 
nicipal Assembly does not awake to its duties 
and proceed to business the administration will 
go into history as one of the worst from which 
St. Louis has suffered. The patience of the pub- 
lic is exhausted.

Will some statistical per- 
son please keep the 1912 schedule of baseball 
accidents? 

THE SILENT DRAMA. 

Moving picture shows will not much longer 
come under this title, because the talking ma- 
chine and the moving picture projector wil] soon 
be synchronized, and the audience will hear the 
words of the play as their eyes follow its action 
on the screen. In an interesting article in the 
Review of Reviews Robert Grau prophesies a 
great impetus to the legitimate drama through 
the moving picture show’s influence in inspiring 
a desire for the theater in the minds of a class 
of persons not hitherto given to theater-going. 

In support of tifis statement he cites the in- 
creasing number of successful stock companies 
in smal] cities, and the increase of the moving 
picture enterprise from an entertainment of sev- 
eral brief pantomime sketches to the production 
of a connected play requiring an hour or more 
to show. 

There are some 30 moving picture studios in 
America, and they supply 250,000,000 feet of film 
annually to more than 17,000 theaters. More 
than one film production has cost $25,000; sev- 
eral have cost $75,000. One is known to have cost 
$200,000; it represents a spectacle from the 
Odyssey, and is the work of an Italian firm. This 
play is from the pen of Jules Lemaitre, a French 
academician, and. is entitled.“The Return of 
Ulysses.” More than two thousand persons ap- 
pear in these films. 

Mr. Grau foresees a time when for a dime any- 
one may enjoy opera, tragedy, comedy, concert, 
or whatever form of stage production you will, 
presented with perfect fidelity of form and sound, 
by mechanical means alone. The motion picture 
seems to have scarcely more than begun its work 
for civilization.

It is asserted that when searching 
parties returned baffled from 
quest for the missing boy the Mariano 
lad exhibited Bill’s watch to several 
playmates. He has admitted to the po- 
lice that he had this watch, but says 
he went back to the woods one day and 
flung it in the general direction of 
where the body was lying. 
At 1 a. m. in the solitary compan- 
ionship of Police Inspector James 
Ahearn, bearing a lantern, the Mariano 
youth was led into the gloomy woods 
on a quest for the missing watch, and 
|Ahearn, lifting the lantern to the Mar- 
iano boy’s face, asked him to tell truth. 
fully what he knew of the crime. 


Admit, Going Into Woods, 
“Yes,”’ said Mariano, ‘it is true we 


came into the woods together that aft- 
ernoon. I told Billy I knew where 
there were some baseball bats up here. 
When we did not find them he got mad 
at me. But then we got to be friends 
again. Yes, I was with him when he 
he was breathing hard, and then all of 
a sudden he is dead. I did not know 
what to do then. But I kissed him 
after he is dead and said a prayer 
about him and then ran away. When 
I got home I was crying and my moth- 
er asked me why. I told her I had 
been fighting. I did not like to tell her 
about the Gead boy in the woods. I 
cried all that night. The next day I 
went back and looked at him. And 
twice afterward I went back. The last 
time I took his watch. But afterward 
—maybe a week afterward—I went back 
to the woods and threw the watch 
away.’’
